Key System Transit company 
revenues still are on the decline, 
according to a report for the 
month of July which shows a re- 
duction in the revenue of $13,- 
684. The gross revenue for July 
was $586,392.80 and for July, 1927, 
$600,077. 

Operating expenses for July, 
1928, were $481,617, compared with 
July, 1927, of $493,673, or a de- 
crease of $12,056. Conducting 
transportation decreased $14,000 
and maintenance was deferred to 
the extent of $22,000, while gen- 
eral and miscellaneous expenses 
increased $20,000, which was due 
to increased damage costs. Net 
operating revenue for July was 
$104,777, compared with July, 1927 
of $106,404, or a decrease of $1628. 
Taxes amounted to $37,320 in July 
this year compared with $37,893 for 
July, 1927, or a decreage’ef .$662. 
Non-operating income was $8941,/ 
against $11,380, or a decrease of 
$2438.
